‘COURTSHIP PROBLEMS . 


Michigan judges could be se- 
lected with a minimum of poli- 
tical involvement under a ‘“‘Mich- 
igan Plan” amendment to the 
1963 State Constitution proposed 
by a citizens’ group. Patterned 
after the “Missouri Plan,” now 
used in. 12 states, the proposal 
calls for judicial candidates to 
be nontinated by a bi-partisan 
panel of lawyers and laymen. 

Such plans call for seven pan- 
el members: three attorneys: ap- 
pointed by the state bar associa- | 


tion; three citizeris appointed by | 


the governor; and a judge who 
serves as chairman. When a va- 
cancy occurs on the bench, this 
panel screens possible. replaee- 
ments then puts forward a slate 
of three or more whom it con- 
siders the best qualified candi- 
dates. The governor fills the po- 
sitien ‘from the recommended 
slate,
